A small reduction is apparent in the 
condition of eotton in the Carolinas, Ala- 
bama end Louisiana, and an advance in 
Florida, Texas, Arkansas and Tennessee.

The imporiant point in raising calves, 
at whatever season these may have been 
cropped, is to vive the animals a fair start 
in iife, for which purpose nothing equals 
milk as it is taken from the cow. Though 
sone practice separatiug thecalf from the 
cow the day after it is dropped, it is gen- 
erally preferable to let it run with the 
cow tor four or five cays, taking all the 


, milk. At least this period ought to elapse 


after acalf is dropped, before the milk 
will be fit for use as human food. After 
separating the calf from the cow new milk 


j thould be liberelly fed for two weeks, and 


if this can becontinued even longer, it is 
advisable. No substitute fer new milk 
should be given under two weeks. After 
that, however, more economical food ma 
be compounded, if desired, and the calf 
will still thrive. If skim milk can now 
be afforded, the culf will thrive on liberal 
feeding.

TRIES A BLOCKADE, 


The Canadian Pacific Opposes the Crossing 
of its Lines. 


[From the Call] 


Orrawa, Oct. 3.-—Before the railway 
committee of the Privy Council to-day, 
counsel for the C. P. R. raised a contention 
regarding the interpretation of section 306 
of the Railway Act of I*S7, which, if main- 
tained, will practically nullify the powers of 
the provincial legislature in granting rail- 
way charters. This formidable d.ticulty 
arose over the application made by Mr. 
Gormully, representing Attorney General 
Martin, for approval «i plans ter a croseing 
by the Portage exter -ion of the Led River 
Valley railway ef the Pembina Mountain 
branch of the C. P. R. and Manitoba South. 
western, C. I’. K. counsel, including Judge 
Clark, J. A. M. Aikins and Chris. Robinson, 
).C., opposed the application. They raised 
the plea that according to sectioa 306 ef the 
Railway Act of ISS the Dominion Parlia- 
ment was the only power which could create 
a railway company hiving power to con- 
struct a line intended to connect with or 
cross railways, including the C. P. R. wmen- 


tioned in the said section. The C. P. R. 


counsel argued that the object of 
this clauee was to secure for rail- 
ways a uniform system of legislation 


by the same legislative body, and that 
any railway should first show that it had 
power to extend tracks before seeking power 
to cross other roads. Judge Clark suzgest- 
ed the wisdom of taking acase to the su- 
preme court to get the opinion cf the 
judges under section 1% ef the railway act. 
This proposal was not accepted. CGormally 
for Attorney-General Martin contended that 
the committee was not the forum where 
objections as raised by the C. P. R. should 
be raised. All the Manitoba yovernment 
sought was the approval of plans and mode 
of crossing. The railway could cross with- 
out approval, but was desirous of submitting 
to rules for public safety. The C. P. R. 
objected to the Red River read crossing 
their tracks. A test case should be made 
in the provincial courts. Then the odium of 
obstructing this great public work would 
| fall on the C. P. k., otherwise the refusal 
| of the application would rest with the Do- 
| minion government. Section 306 could 
not possibly apply to a railway vested 
{in Her Majesty es public work and only 
irelated to a private euterprise. If this 
| legislation were valid, then the parliament 
| of Canada could by a short act decide that 
_all local works and undertakings in any 
' rovince, whenever executed, or at any time 
Eeuatee in any province, should be for the 
| general advantage of Canada, and thereby 
| deprive the province of all power over local 
| works and undertakings which are excla- 
| sively exsigned to the provincial legislatures 
by the tenth subsection of the ninety- 
second section of the British North America 
act. Sir John was preeent, ang though not 
amnember of the committee, manifested an 
interest in the proceedings. The committee 
seemed to realize the serious nature of the 
contention that had been raised, and ad- 
jonvned without giving a decision. How 
the uutice is to be settled is the question 
every. uy here is asking to-night.

ANOTHER H. B. R. OFFER. 


Messrs. Ross aml Onderdonk have sent, 
from Chicago, another letter to the Govern- 
ment, in addition two copies of the same to 
the Free Press and Cail. It is a reply to the 
letter of Mr. Martin, published some time 
axo, and renews the o"yumeuts in reference to 
the reduction of the fuarantee from $2, 500,- 
ooo. The letter disclauns responsibility for 
the old Hudson’s Bay Railway company, 
and says that it is now under new 
Management. It ieiterates that it was only 
after financial negotiations were completed in 
England that the promoters were apprised of 
the intention of the Government to interfere 
with the guarantee. The document sets out 
that the amount of money they would have to 
putup to build the road to the Narrows 
would be an earnest of their good faith in the 
matter. [It states that the proposed agree- 
ment with the Northern Pacitic and the con- 
sequent appropriation of the provincial re- 
source seems to be the true reason for the 
course the government took. It goes on to 
say the writers are confident from their ex- 
perierce that such lines as the RL RLV. K., 
PY. rtage extension and Brandon branch should 
not cost the province a sixpence and the 
N. P. obligations are, therefore, unnecessary. 
The letter concludes: ‘* The Winnipeg & 
Hudson’s Bay railway must reach the wheat 
ticlds of Minnesota, Dakota and other North- 
western States, and this can best be done by 
the Red River Valley railway ; its system 
must also cover South rn Manitoba, and im- 
portant points like Brandon and Portage la 
Prairie. In order to secure these connections 
and meet your views in regard to the limit ef 
liability that the province should assume, we 
we make the following proposal : 

We will undertake that the reduced 
guarantee of $2,500,000 will suffice tor the 
construction of the Hudsou’s Bay railway to 
Iludson’s Say, if you will make with us and 
our associates the agreement you propose to 
inake with the promoters. of the Northern 
Pacific scheme. We make this ofler for the 
benetit of the Winnipeg G Hudson's Bay 
Railway company, but until it is in a position 
}to accept it, we will personally undertake
